It’s one of the most easily 
recognised symbols of the occult, 
it’s rumoured to channel spirits and 
demons, and it’s sent more teens 
into a blind panic than Freddy 
Krueger. The Ouija was originally 
(and stiU is) marketed as a toy, but 
gained real popularity after the First 
World War as people desperately 
sought to contact dead sons and 
husbands. It became notorious in 
the 1950s after the case of 13-year- 
old Robbie Mannheim, said to have 
inspired The Exorcist after using a 
Ouija-type board to contact his dead 
aunt and ended up tied to a rattling 
bed, projectile vomiting at priests. 

Lots of us have had a go: drawing 
letters on a bit of paper, turning 
a glass upside down, placing our 
fingers on top of it, then waiting
